weakneſſe of a woman, in whom ſo excellent a 
Grace as the feare of the Lord,is found,and the No- 
bleneſſe of tearing the Lord, being ſo found. 

Firſt, a womans weaknefle isnaturally 4 greater 
thanthe mans, and therefore by how much her 
fleſh is weaker, and her ſpirit lefſe willing, by fo 
much the combate ſhe hath,is more difficult, and 
the victory ſhe gets, more commendable, I know 
a man( Bleſenſuc by name)that thought two things 
ſhouldexcute him at the dreadfull day of iudge. 
ment, the Frailty of his fleſh, and the Ignorance 
of his minde; but then he feared leſt God would 
iudge men by wome, whole ſex being more fraile, 
more ignorant than that of mens, were for all that 
oftentimes more holy, more deuout than many 
men. 

Secondly, the Feare of the Lord is the trueſt No- 
bilitie (as Ger/ow * proues) the nobleſt grace thar 
can ennoble and cxtoll aman ora woman, Other 
naturall, ciuill, and meerely morall excellencics, 
pertections,and endowments a woman may haue, 
nay (which is neereſt the point), other kindes of

of courteſics and helpfulnefle, She declines and 
ynderualewes the moſt ſearching meanes of Sal. 
uation, the VVord, Prayer, Conference, Repen« 
tance, Meditation, Sacraments; in a word (accor- 
ding to Saint Ambroſes * DiltinAion) ſhefcares 
hell corments, becauſe (hee hath ſinned, but ſhee 
feares not Gods diſpleaſure, leſt ſhe ſhould finne, 
and therefore ſhee liues and dies in worldlinefle, 
wantonneſle, pride, hatred, variance, emulations, 
wrath, ſtrife, reuenge, impatiencie, gluttonie, or 
ſome ſuch darling ſinne: and tell me (Beloued ) if 
ſuch a woman not beautified and adorned with re- 
ligion and the feare of the Lord, be worthy to bee 
praiſed of the Lord ? I am ſure the ancient Fathers 
« declaime bitterly againſt her filthy hcart, falſe 
haire, adulterate paintings, naked breaſts, news»

preferment,) that without this Feare of the Lora, it 
foall not be well with her, Eccleſ.8.13. The Lord will 
come neare to her ts iudgement, he will be a ſwift wit- 
weſſe apainſt her, Mal.3,.5 . She ſhall leaue ber memorie 
to be cur(ed ©, and her repraach ſhall nos be blotted out, 
ſhe ſhall be counted ongodly of all *, more bitter than 
death *. As rotenne(/e in her husbands bones *, As 
ſpittle 8, yea As 4 Dogge ®, and at laſt ſhe ſhall be 
caſt into hell fire, Sa/u2 Yemia, without pardon 
from God, becauſe(faith Tertallias * ) (he hath fin-

But on the other ſide what perſonall ſufficiency,
